Can Prevent Much Blindneti. 


In the course of his talk this morn- 


ing Dr. George F. Keiper, of Lafayette, 
declared that fully one-third of the 
cases of blindness today are prevent- 
able. It Is due. Dr. Keiper said, to a 
disease of the babe's eyes during birth. 
The prevention consists in dropping] 
nto each eye at birth a 1 per cent 
"olutlon ' of nitrate of silver, from 
which treatment no possible hurm can 
come. 
Inasmuch as the physician Is 


unable to forecast the coming of blind- 
ness, he recommended that the treat- 
ment be invariably given at the birth 
of a babe and urged a statewide move- 
ment to make It obligatory upon phy- 
sician, nurse and householder to make 
J. report of every case of blindness so 
that It oan hi.- treated properly. 


The discussion brought out the dec- 


laration that the average of Industrial 
accidents In factories, including those 
mishaps which result In blindness, are 
more frequent on Monday than on any 
other day of the week; that the per- 
centage then decreases gradually until 
the middle of the week, when it again 
begins to Increase. 


Gave Reason for It. 


Dr. Keiper explained tho frequency 


of the accidents on Monday by the 
fnct that so large a percentage of the 
workers who are addicted to the use 
of liquors come to work on Monday 
nervous and unsteady from the effects 
of its use during the over-Sunday holi- 
day; that toward the middle of the 
week the workers approach n normal

Th6 total regular annual appropriations 


for the four years of President Cleve- 
land's last term were $1,371,509,758. Dur- 
ing President Roosevelt's last term, $3.- 
842,203,577. More than double, with only 
eight years intervening the two terms. In 
PreBldent Roosevelt's term the 
office- 


holdins army was increased nearly 100,000 
—to be exact. 99.225. 
The added cost 
was seventy millions a year. 


Thc people have Buffered In other ways 
han through loss of funds. 
This has 


been accomplished In part through the 
amendments to statutes to favor special 
'nterests; through refusal to ennct laws 
n tho public interest, and through non- 
enforcement ot law by tho state. The 
reason for it all Is to be found in con- 
rlbutlonB to organisations, which' In turri 
lomlndte those whose election It assures. 
Here again, but on a much smaller scale 
than In the case of tho federal govern- 
ment, we find an alliance between the po- 
litical machine which for the moRt part 
dominates the state government and 
ihose having Interests In the opposition 
to the general policy of the state.

men. Its history is filled with the deeds 
of both" leaders and followers ready for 
any sturdy sen-Ice.

Nor does it show Itself wanting now, 


in country or state. In Maine, in Mas- 
sachusetts, in Connecticut, In New Jer- 
sey, in Ohio. In every quarter whero the 
danger point has been reached 
travagance, in aggression, in corruption, 
in surrender of rights and powers of gov- 
ernment to ambitious individuals or to 
abhorrent forces, it Is showing Us old 
.wisdom, its time-honored courage, and Is 
bringing to the struggle, now becoming 
vital, the best elements in our life and 
society. 
It Is malting effective protest 


against all recognized enemies of our in- 
stitutions. It is matting its a'ppeal as of 
old to all our people. It Is recognizing, 
not merely that It has an opportunity to

Rev. Bishop Alerdlng, who 
will attend the obsequies on Monday 
morning.

Cardinal Engelbert Sterk, archbishop 
of Malinea. Belgium, on May 26, 1866. 
The following October he emigrated to 
America and received from Rt.

He had also charge' of the mlialon, 
Harrison, Grass Creek, Winlmac and 
Buena Vl«ta.

the 
missions 
Kendallvllle,

In August, 1868, he was made 


pastor of Leo with Waterloo, Auburn 
and St. Michael's as missions. In 1872 
he was appolnte'd to the pastorate-of

having Pierceton ana Warsaw as mis- 
sions and served there three years. In 
1875 
he had charge of Crown Point for 


seven months and on Easter Monday 
of 1S76 left on a visit to Ills native 
land, where he spent some time with 
his aged parents. Upon his return in 
August, 1876, he was made superin- 
tendent of the orphan asylum at Ren-- 
selaer, remaining until .April, 1888. In 
the spring of 1888 he again crossed the 
ocean visiting his Alma Mater at Lou- 
vain and spending three months in 
Germany.
